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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 



Specification 

a) Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of 
the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

In this application, the abstract is not in the form of a single paragraph and the 
abstract exceeds 150 words in length and is (therefore) too long. 

b) The specification is objected to because it lacks a brief a description of 
each of the figures individually under the header "Brief Description of the Drawings". 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as based on a 
disclosure which is not enabling. It is critical or essential to the practice of the invention 
for either the claims or the specification to provide a complete description of the 
"information carrier of the ENERCON type" (to include details of exactly what it is; how it 
is made and how it operates), but these descriptions are not included in either the 
claims or the specification. See In re Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 
1976). 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

a) Claims 1 -1 0 provides for the use of the "information carrier of ENERCON 
type", but, since the claim does not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, 
it is unclear what method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is 
indefinite where it merely recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how 
this use is actually practiced. 

Claims 1-10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a 
use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper 
definition of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under

35 U.S.C. 101 . See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and 
Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 

b) The use of the trademark "ENERCON" in the claim language is improper: 
please see section 2173.05(u) in the MPEP. 

c) In claims 1 and 6, the use of the word "preferably" is improper: please see 
section 2173.05(d) in the MPEP. 

d) In claims 1 and 6 and 8, the terms "large" and "small" are vague, indefinite 
and are not defined by the specification. 

e) In claim 1 , the phrase "and/or another part" is inclear, vague and 
indefinite. 

f) In claims 2, 6, 7 and 8, the phrases "for example"; "and so forth" and "or 
the like" render the claims vague and indefinite: please see sections 2173.05(d) in the 
MPEP. 

g) The use of the word "type" in claims 1 , 3, 4, 5, 6, 8, 9 and 1 0 renders the 
claims vague and indefinite: please see section 2173.05(b)(E) in the MPEP. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The Applicants' claims have not been rejected under either 35USC102 or 
35USC103 because none of the references of record teach or suggest the claimed uses 
of the information carrier of ENERCON type.
